Bro.  Alex.  H.  Gordon,  d.l.,  d.m.  No.  5,  moved,  and  Bro.  Rev. 
L.  A.  Pooler,  b.d.,  g.c,  seconded  : 

"  That  a  special  minute  he  entered  upon  the  books  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
recording  our  deep  sense  of  its  sincere  sorrow  at  the  deatli  of  Bro.  William 
Johnston,  m.p.,  g.s.  He  filled  at  one  period  the  office  of  Grand  Master  of  this 
Lodge,  and  for  nearly  half  a  century  was  its  Grand  Secretary.  He  had  rightly 
more  influence  in  our  debates  than  any  member  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  and  that 
influence  was  always  exercised  in  behalf  of  Protestantism,  the  maintenance  of 
the  l'n ion,  and  brotherly  love  and  charity." 

The  brethren  stood  and  passed  the  resolution  in  silence. 
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Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  two  well-known  and 
respected  members  have  been  removed  by  the  hand  of  death — Rev. 
J.  D.  Crawford,  d.d.,  d.g.c,  died  5th  October,  1902  ;  R.  A.  Waddell, 
m.g.c,  died  12th  October,  1902. 

L.O.L.  359,  No.  2  District,  forwarded  the  following  resolution : 

"  That  the  members  of  Johnston's  Blue  Banner  L.O.L.  359,  Downpatrick, 
most  emphatically  condemn  the  conduct  of  the  Irish  Executive  in  proclaiming 
the  meeting  arranged  to  be  held  at  Rostrevor  on  12th  July,  1902,  thereby 
depriving  law-abiding  citizens  of  their  rights,  as  British  subjects,  of  assembling 
to  express  their  devotion  to  the  King  and  Protestant  Constitution  of  these 
realms,  while  those  who  spout  treason  were  allowed  to  hold  processions  and 
meetings  contrary  to  the  laws  of  England.  We  call  upon  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ireland  to  have  a  full  enquiry  as  to  the  leaders  of  the  Orange  Society  who,  it  is 
alleged,  advised  Mr.  Wyndham  to  proclaim  the  Rostrevor  meeting.  We  cannot 
look  upon  such  advisers  as  fit  men  to  hold  office  in  our  Society." 

This  resolution  was  ordered  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Ireland,  on  the  motion  of  Bro.  Rev.  L.  A.  Pooler,  g.c,  seconded 
by  Bro.  John  Forsythe,  d.g.t. 

Renewal  of  Warrant  of  l.o.l.  No.  300,  No.  3  District,  in  the 
name  of  Bro.  William  Davis,  w.m.,  was  approved  of. 

A  resolution  from  No.  12  District  as  to  the  proclamation  of  the 
Rostrevor  meeting  was  directed  to  be  sent  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ireland. 

Bye-laws  of  l.o.l.  No  244,  No.  15  District,  were  approved  of. 

No.  16  District  intimated  that  it  had  been  arranged  to  hold  a 
demonstration  in  Rostrevor  on  12th  July,  1903,  and  requested  that 
the  surrounding  Districts  should  render  assistance.    . 

Bro.  J.  M'Comish,  d.d.m.  No.  7,  proposed,  Bro.  Robert  Brown, 
g.t.,  seconded,  and  it  was  resolved  : 

"  That  the  proposed  demonstration  in  Rostrevor  on  12th  July,  1903,  has  the 
warmest  sympathy  and  encouragement  of  the  County  Lodge  ;  and  a  hope  is  ex- 
pressed that  every  possible  Lodge  will  attend,  in  order  to  show  the  people  of 
that  District  that  the  Orangemen  of  Down  will  not  allow  any  Government  to 
take  away  their  rights  and  privileges." 

The  D.G.S.  reported  that  he  had  made  another  application  to 
Bro.  Rev.  Bluett  for  the  Warrant  of  l.o.l.  2016,  per  registered  letter, 
to  which  no  reply  had  been  vouchsafed.  It  was  suggested  that  Bro. 
Robb,  d.m.,  should  call  upon  Rev.  Bluett,  and  that  the  D.G.S.  should 
communicate  with  Bro.  Robb  on  the  subject.

A  circular  was  read  from  the  Secretaries  of  the  Reception 
Committee  of  the  Imperial  Grand  Orange  Council  asking  for  sub- 
scriptions to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Triennial  Council,  to  be 
held  in  Dublin  in  July,  1903. 

On  the  motion  of  Bro.  J.  Alex.  M'Connell,  d.g.s.,  seconded  by 
Bro.  Robert  Brown,  g.t.,  it  was  resolved  : 

"That  £10  be  contributed  out  of  the  Lodge  funds  towards  the  expenses  of 
the  Triennial  Imperial  Council  meeting,  and  that  the  Grand  Treasurer  have 
authority  to  pay  the  amount  to  the  Treasurers  of  the  Reception  Committee." 

Bro.  Robert  Brown,  g.t.,  submitted  the  account  of  the  ex- 
penses connected  with  the  funeral  of  the  late  Bro.  Wm.  Johnston, 
m.p.  Bro.  Johnston  requested  that  he  should  be  buried  by  the 
County  Grand  Lodge  of  Down,  and,  in  accordance  with  his  desire, 
the  Grand  Officers  had  made  arrangements,  and  paid  all  the 
expenses  of  the  funeral. 

Bro.  Rev.  L.  A.  Pooler,  g.c,  proposed,  Bro.  John  Stuart, 
d.d.m.  No.  4,  seconded : 

"  That  the  statement  of  account  of  the  expenses  connected  with  the  funeral 
of  our  late  highly  esteemed  Bro.  William  Johnston  be  taken  as  correct,  and 
printed  in  the  Annual  Report." 
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Bro.   J.  Alex.   M'Connell,   d.g.s.,  in  accordance  with  notice 

given,  moved : 

"  That,  inasmuch  as  Rule  22  prohibits  a  Private  Lodge  taking  the  name  of 
any  living  Orangeman  for  a  title,  it  is  equally  desirable  that  no  Lodge  shall 
have  painted  on  its  flag  or  drum  the  likeness  of  any  living  individual  without 
the  permission  of  the  Grand  Lodge  having  first  been  obtained.  That  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Down  does  not  approve  of  the  practice,  which  appears  to  be  largely  on 
the  increase,  of  having  the  pictures  of  individuals  painted  on  the  flags  and 
drums,  and  requests  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland  to  consider  this  matter." 

Bro.  Alexander  H.  Gordon,  d.m.  No.  5,  seconded. 

Bros.  Rev.  W.  Falkiner  Wilkinson,  d.g.c,  and  John  Forsythe, 
d.g.t.,  spoke  against  the  proposition. 

Bros.  Rev.  L.  A.  Pooler,  g.c,  and  Robert  Brown,  g.t.,  in  favour 
of  it. 

At  this  period  a  number  of  the  brethren  had  to  leave  to  catch 
the  trains  for  Belfast,  &c. 

A  vote  was  taken,  with  the  result  that  eight  voted  for  and  eight 
against.  The  D.G.M.  gave  his  vote  against  the  proposal,  which  was 
therefore  lost. 

Resolved,  on  the  motion  of  Bro.  John  M'Comish,  d.d.m.  No.  7, 
seconded  by  Bro.  John  Forsythe,  d.g.t.  : 

"  That  the  action  of  His  Majesty's  Government  in  proclaiming  the  12th  of 
July,  1902,  demonstration  in  Rostrevor  was  a  base  betrayal  of  the  loyalists  of 
Ulster." 

Bro.  John  Forsythe,  d.g.t.,  reported  that  he  had  received  for 
the  Oswald  Fund  a  total  sum  of  £33  15s  6d,  which  he  was  distri- 
buting, as  directed  by  the  Grand  Lodge.
